Its status is now that of 
a state-owned concern, but organised as a unit independent of Government 
ministries- It is under contract to the !Defence Ministry for the 
production of maps of KUNGiUlY. 

2. The Company occupies the lower two floors of the four-floor iuJICER 
PiJDTA. The staff numbers about 150-200 in all. This does not include 
those persons working outside BU!Di\PEST in the surveying teams (see para. 5 
below). There are no Russians on the staff, although Russian visitors 
often come to the offices. The single entijance to the building, situated at 
the right hand end, serves all four floors and is; thus used by employees of 
the other organisations in bhe top half of the building. Security 
regulations are lax. Immediately on entering the ground-floor premises 
of the_^Comp£my, one enters a large hall beyond v/hich is a central corridor 
flanked by offices. Second on the left is an office treated as a “secret 
zone", which houses all the : completed maps.. Entry is, barred to all but 
the higher officials, such as group lea'=rers (see below). It is under the 
charge of a woman named JiiKi-iBNE (fnu) , Beyond her 25X1 

office are various drawing offices* 

3- On the right hand side of the corridor atthefhr end is the office of 
FEI2)L, Ferenc, Chief Survey Engineer and the leading technical man in th^ 
orga,nisation.

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j DOMOKOS is one of the “group leaders" of this Company, 

i.e* he is in charge of one of the teams of surveyors which go out and 
map the countiy. 

5* Each of these groups (the number of which is believed to be about 
twenty) consists of approximately 21 men* There are six_ surveyors, each 
of viiom is assisted by tv/o hired labourers locally engaged from the area 
being surveyed. There axe in addition two permanent labourers and a 


driver. Each group also has a[ 
equipment.

6. The area to be mapped is split into triangles* The procedure is 
that, first of all, aerial photos are taken of the ground, after which 


a special team of surveyors 


seeks out vantage points from 


which large tracts of country can be seen* Thirdly, teams such as the 
one described above move in to make the detailed survey. Their work 
takes normalJy from 2^3 months in each place# 

7* The tDOMOKOS group has had the following places as headquarters for 
their operations, which normally cover an area of 20 or 30 kilometres 
radius (the area being in a triangle, of course)
